Hurricane Floyd, the strong 
Category 4 storm that roared 
toward the Florida coast 
Tuesday evening and 
Wednesday morning prompted 
Officials to close schools and 
cancel cityselections. 

Belle Glade City officials met 
in- an emergency meeting 
Tuesday at 2 p.m. and agreed 
to postpone the Sept. 14 city 
election to Tuesday, September 
21, arid.the run-off election (if 
necessary) has been scheduled 
for Tuesday, Sept $1. The 
Special District 82 Republican 
primary was also postponed: 
until next Tuesday. 

The deadline to request 
absentee ballots has been 
extended to 4 p.m., Sept. 20. 

“We're preparing for the 
absolute worst, and hoping for 
the best,” Belle Glade Chief of 
Police and Director of Public 
Safety Michael Miller told city 
officials. 

“We face a unique satis 
out, here,” said Chief Miller. 
“Gur. folks are not mobile.” 

Commissioner Steve Weeks. 
opened the emergency meeting 
with a prayer that the storm 
would pass by our area without 
damage to homes or injuries to 
residents. 

Mayor'D. Bill Mathis said he 
hated to postpone the election, 
but agreed residents would not 
come out in the bad weather to 
vote. -

Freezing can save money, 
since you can often get a better 
price if you buy-in bulk. And 
having - those frozen meals 
ready to use can help you avoid 
the temptation to buy high-fat 
fast food. 

Freezing meals also lets you 
take full advantage of seasonal 
fruits and vegetables. 

"Frozen Assets," includes a 
meal plan complete with shop- 
ping lists and recipes. If you 
want to start on a smaller 
scale, many of the tips are still 
helpful. 

For example: 

e It's sometimes difficult to 
pour soup or liquid items into 
freezer bags. If you open a 
freezer bag inside a large coffee 
can and fold the opening edges 
of the bag down over the top 
edges of the can, it's easy-to 
pour soup into the bags. 

* Double bag soupy items if 
you're nervous or uncertain 
about the quality of‘your freez- 
er bags. 

e Wear short sleeves’ so 
you're not dragging your cuffs 
through spaghetti sauce or taco 
meat. 


© Keep a small damp kitchen 
towel hooked to your apron for 
wiping hands. and cleaning 
small spills easily. 

* Keep hot pads readily 
available and make certain the 
pads don't get wet or damp. 

+ Keep pets away from your 
food preparation areas. 

© Professional cooks usually. 
wear a hairnet. under their 
chef's hat to insure that their 
hair stays out of the food. 

She also offers some tips for 
thawing and reheating food. 
For example, Mrs. Taylor- 
Hough suggests slightly under- 
cooking foods that will be 
reheated after freezing. This 
will help avoid overcooking and 
that "warmed over" taste. 

She also suggests cooling food 
quickly before placing it in the 
freezer. 

Food should be*no warmer 
than room temperature when 
placed in the freezer. This will 
help it to freeze quickly and

Some foods don't freeze well, 
she cautions. These include 
mayonaise, sour cream, fried 
foods, soft cheese, cooked pota- 
toes, cake icings and cooked egg 
whites. 

She also offers tips for reduc- 
ing fat in recipes. For example: 

e Substitute non-fat sour 
cream or non-fat plain yogurt 
for sour cream. 

e Use non-fat evaporated 
milk instead of cream in cream 
soups. 

* Instead of sautéing vegeta- 
bles in butter, cook them in veg- 
etable-broth. (If you are wor- 
ried about your’cholesterol, use 
olive oil, sesame oil or canola oil 
in cooking.) 

* Use the strongest flavor 
cheese you can buy and then 
use half the recommended 
amount. 

e After frying ground beef, 
drain thoroughly in a colander

The annual American Heart Association 
Heart Walk will not be coming to the 
Glades this year. Apparently they could not 
get enough participation to make the walk 
worthwhile. i

monies raised at the 1999 Glades Heart 
Walk would benefit OUR community.

The 
American Heart Association has helped 
fund discoveries such as open-heart 
surgery, pacemakers, heart transplants, 
CPR and angioplasty just to name a few.

Editor’s note: We spoke with Michela 
Perillo-Green, Corporate Market Director 
for the American Heart Association in West 
Palm Beach. She said the local committee 
could not get enough community support 
this year to hold the Heart Walk and it has 
been cancelled. The Heart Associgtion usu- 
ally requires that a walk raise $50,000, but 
she said the number was lowered to.; 
$25,000 for the’ Glades. (Last year, the 
Heart Walk raised $10,000 in the Gladés.) 

Glades Heart Co-Chair, Terri Calsetta, in a 

letter to Ms. Perillo-Green dated Aug. 19 
said: “After repeatedly being threatened 
that the American Heart Association would 
cancel the Glades walk if‘we didn't follow 
their prescribed time line, the committee 
has decided to allow them to do just’ that. 
We were unable to convince you that things 
are done differently in a small, agricultural 
town than they are on the coast, although 
we sited examples such as the closing of the 
Chamber of Commerce for the summer. The 
committee came together to help the 
American Heart Associatiff'make money to 
help victims of heart disease. We all felt 
after several meetings, that no matter how

Pahokee Middle/Senior High School 
Principal May D. Gamble respdénds: 
“Ticket prices to Pahokee Middle/Senior 
High School football games have been five 
dollars for the past three years. In 1996, we 
sold student tickets at a reduced’price dur- 
ing the lunch hour. This practice was aban- 
doned because the majority of those tickets 
were being purchased by adults in the com- 
munity. 

Several parents have questioned the five 
dollar ticket price for toddlers. As an 
administrator with responsibility. for every- 
one attending home contests, I question the 
wisdom -of bringing toddlers to football 
games: The bleachers are not a safe envi- 
ronment for young children. In the past, we 
have had several incidents of children 
falling from the bleachers and sustaining 
injuries. The`last time this happened we 
were unable to find a parent or responsible

of tickets will remain five dollars for every- 
one.

St. Mary’s Catholic Church in Pahokee, it was 
wi he idea that the*nearby Everglades 
Regional Medical Center would send a practical 
nurse or a @octor once a week to take care of the 
vast and poverty stricken hispanic migrant pop- 
ulation. si 

Why would Evérglades Regional wish to take 
care of my poor migrants here at St, Mary’s and 
not at the hospital? Well, it' seems that by the- 


‘time the parents get home at night to a sick 


child or elder, the only alternative was the hos- 
pital’s emergency room and since many poor 
migrants could not pay some or at times, any of. 
the bill, the hospital was left with a large unpaid 
emergency room bill. So you see, it was chéaper 
to send a nurse practitioner or doctor to us as 
the newly founded clinic. 

Then the hospital was closed. We were told 
that we were close enough to Palms West or to 
Glades General. 

I put out a call on the TV if there would be a 
doctor who could still help our poor migrant at 
the free clinic, No one responded but a doctor 
from Orlando whg is also a lawyer and was in 
West Palm: Beach on a convention and who had 
heard my call. He told me that le would be will- 
ing to come every Wednesday to my free clinic 
all the way from, Orlando. So to this day, every 
Wednesday, Doctor Thomas “Sawyer (a Tom 
Sawyer” indeed) makes his way down from 
Orlando-and serves my ‘poor free of charge 


~ accepting no Medicare or Medicaid and-using his 


laptop computer to gét free samples and ‘med- 
ication for-my people who many times could not 
‘ir prescriptions.

Coverage of Hurricane Bret brought 


back memories 


' They still bury sailboats in 


Corpus Christi, Texas. That 
was the thought running 
through my mind as I watched 
CNN's coverage of Hurricane 
Bret. 

The powerful category four 
storm made landfall in sparse- 
ly-pépulated Kennedy county, 
midway between Corpus 
Thristi and Brownsville. 


Despite Bret's high winds and. 


heavy rains, damage to the 
area was considered minor. 

Yet, as they should, officials 
in southern Texas took the 
threat from Bret seriously. 
Residents were evacuated, 
shelters were opened; emer- 
vency plans were put into 
action and sailboats were 
buried in the ground. 

A smile swept across my face 
as the CNN reporter showed 
the world how Corpus Christi 
buries it's sailboats. It was a 
scene I had observed once 
before-11 years ago as another 
hurricane headed toward south 
Texas. y 

That hurricane was named 
Gilbert, one of the most power- 
ful storms of the century. In 
fact, Gilbert holds the record 
for the lowest sea level pres- 
sure ever recorded in the 
Western. Hemisphere’ at 888 
MB or 26.23". 

After slamming into Jamaica 
vith 116 mph sustained winds 
in September of 1988, Gilbert 
headed toward the Gulf of 
Mexico.

The Bible Has a 
Unified Theme 

However, it is one 
thing to claim that God 
is the author and anoth- 
er to prove it. In the 
next few articles we will 
present evidence that

Thie

the descendant of 
Abraham and David 
immediately takes us 


back to God’s promises 
to Abraham and David 
and the fulfillment of 
them in Christ. Someone 
once said and rightly so, 
“the Old Testament is 
the New Testament con- 
cealed and the New is 
the Old revealed.” One 
is dependent upon the 
other thus showing the 
unity of structure over 
its 1600 years of writ- 
ing. 
The Bible Has A 


Besides unity of theme 
and structure, the Bible 
has unity of teaching. 
The Bible has unity 
when its teaches about 
God, man, the world and 
ethics. It does not con- 
tradict itself. From the 
beginning we see God 
portrayed as wanting 
communion with man 
and when that is broken 
He is continually depict- 
ed as desiring that fel- 
lowship regained. The 
moral teachings of the 
Bible are timeless and 
never change.

Old 
Testament prepared 
man for the coming of 
Christ, the Messiah, the 
Redeemer, the Savior 
(Galatians 3:23-29). The 
Gospels present Christ 


as. the Saviour, the 
Messiah, the Redeemer 
(John 20:30-31). The 


book of Acts tells us how 
to come to this Savior 
and how to become a 
Christian (Acts 2:38-41; 
8:36-39). The Epistles 
tell us how to live the 
Christian life (2 Peter 
1:5-11; Philippians 4:8). 
revelation warns us to 
be faithful to God no 
matter: what ‘the cost. 
(Revelation 2:10). z 
If. forty. musicians 
should suddenly begin 
to play in perfect time, 
melody and harmony, it 
would be evidence of 
direction by æ single 
mind. If forty archer’ sin 
forty different locations, 
widely separated from 
each other; shot forty 
arrows in the air and 
each hit the same target 
“dead center,” it would 
be evidence of direction 
by a single mind. If forty 
individuals, widely sep- 
arated geographically, 
socially, ` économically 
and living over a period 


of 1600 years, would 
each write a féw lines

Watch out for unlicensed contractors 


Don’t get nailed! If your 
home or business is damaged 
” by a hurricane or storm, there 
are some things that you need 
to know before you hire anyone 
to make the necessary repairs. 

Unlicensed contractors aré 
on the prowl the minute a 
storm is over, ‘looking for an 

‘uninformed consumer to rip 
off. 

The Department of Busine’s 
and Professional Regulation 
will begin to distribute three 
Public “Service Announce- 
ments on Unlicensed Contr- 
actors -within the. month. 
™“Edugation on this issue is cru- 

gial,” said Secretary Cynthia 
Henderson. “Repairs carried 
out by unlicensed contractors 
are not insured, leaving home- 
owners with no recourse 
should the work be faulty. Most 
unlicensed contractors do not 
carry Workers’ Compensation 
insurance, which leaves you 
responsible for any injury to 
workers on your property. 

Floridians should take great 
care to.deal only with licensed 
professionals and report any 
contractors they suspect of 
operating illegally.” 

Warning signs of an unli- 
censed contractor: 

* The contractor asks for all 
the money up front. 

z» * The contractor arrives in 
an unmarked van or truck. 

* The contractor gives a post 
office box.or a local hotel as an 
address. 

* The contractor asks yourto 
obtain the building permit or 
tells you there is no need for a 
building permit. 


* The contractor only works 
on weekends. 

Tips for hiring a contrac- 
tor: ; 

* Ask to see a state contrac- 
tor’s license. “Registered” con- 
tractors may work only in their 
own county or in adjacent 
countries with reciprocity 
agreements “Certified” con- 
tractors may work anywhere in 
the state. 

* Get itemized estimated in 
writing from more than one 
contractor. 

* Beware of contractors who 
claim to fix everything for a 
cheaper price than anyone 
else. 

* Never give all the money 
up front. 

* Never agree to obtain 
building permits yourself and 
always ask to see the building 
permit before work starts. 

Doing business with an unli- 
censed contractor can result in 
faulty workmanship that needs 
to be redone at your expense. 
You can also be held liable for 
unpaid debts incurred by the 
contractor or any injuries that 
occur on the job since unli- 
cénsed contractors seldom 
have. Workers’ Compensation 
or liability insurance.
